Firstly, I have never heard of a 4-400Z! 4-400A, B, C yes. The 3-400Z 
is a permutation of the original 4-400 series. It came about due to hams 
grounding all the grids in the tube and running it as a triode. The 3-400Z 
used the same base and connections so that it could be a "plug-in" 
replacement for the 4-400 in such 
service. The 4-400 will run very well "ground grid" (the screen too!), but 
it requires more drive than the 3-400 or 3-500. Also in some instances 
there will be a ‘mechanical problem', as the 3-400 has no base ring and is 
squattier than the 4-400 
or the 3-500. This is catered to by using spacers and "dropping" the socket 
down 
about an inch so that the 3-500 or 4-400 types will fit under the glass chimneys 
if they are used. 

The 3-500 is taller than the 3-400 but shorter than the 4-400 
series! I have a Henry 2K-2 Amplifer that uses 3-400Z tubes. I managed to 
find two sets of 3-400Z tubes at hamfests that were "Pull outs" (both sets 
showed very little use, no abuse, 
and tested excellently). One set cost $40 the other cost $70. Quite 
economical "spares". The 3-400Z has the greatest amplification factor of 
the lot and requires 
the least drive of the bunch. 

Hope this helps.

Had a fried resistor 
in it, so replaced it. Simple enough... Wrong....! 


When I turned it back on I checked the DC voltage point 
fed by that resistor, which happened to be a 1.5K to 
T-14, the IF transformer. Hmmmm. The voltage was 
dropping steadily. After killing the power, felt the 
resistor. HOT! Anyway, removing the IF can revealed 
that the coil form was charred in about the middle, 
broke in half, with this cute little braided wire 
tangle between the two parts. This tranformer has a 
standard ferrite slug inside the form, and an overall 
ferrite tube around the whole coil. 


So.... Anyone got an extra T-14 lying around??

> On an sp600 aluminum knob with a frozen set screw I used Deoxit, Liquid 
> Wrench, that gritty stuff thats supposed to make wrenches grip better 

> (forget the name), E-Z outs, and several high speed super duty drill 

> bits. Might as well have been attempting to disassemble the great 

> pyramid with a tea spoon. 


Setscrews are normally hardened steel and a regular drill bit will likely 
not cut through one. The titanium nitride coated bits will do a little 
better but not much. I cannot understand why these have even become so 
popular. To really do the job, get cobalt bits. These are the 
solid-gold colored bits with a point that is ground at a slightly 
different angle; the titanium nitride bits are only coated down the 
length of the flutes. Cobalt bits usually cost less than the titanium 
nitride coated bits too. The only metal I have seen them fail to drill 
was Hastelloy C-276, which I hope to NEVER see again! 


Does anyone know if standard machine screw taps are available in cobalt?

Greetings: 


In 1958 and 1959 I worked a CW circuit to Arctic Canada and to both England 
and the Hague (Holland). The receiver of the day was an HRO-60. We had 
Rhombics and radio conditions were pretty good as I remember it. We were 
hearing low power G's on 10 Meters loud and clear all day long. 


The radio was not exceptional, as I remember it, but it was very adequate 
for the work at hand. The point to point frequency was 10428.5 Mhz and we 
had competition on or beside the channel. The XTAL filter in the RX was 
adequate, you had to diddle the phasing and the tuning dial at the same time 
to get the signal into the "peak" but it was adequate. 


For my purposes of the day the best part was that the radio had terrific 
image suppression. This made it very usefull in trying to service/debug the 
frequency sweeping transmitter we had to look after. The chart calibration 
was nothing to write home about but it sure was nice not to find you were 
listening to the image instead of the right side and having tuned up the 
system wrong!!! 


Prior to using the HRO-60 I had worked a CW circuit just above 4 mhz and we 
had a HRO Jr, much like the one I have here with me now. It was a great RX 
as well but it drifted much more than the HRO-60. 


All this changed instantly when we got our first Racal RA-17s and some of us 
got to work with the Collins 51) series. In these terms the HRO was less 
than a total success. 


Summary. If you evolved along the HRO line the -60 was pretty good, when 
you got your first Racal or Collins you wondered real quick what was going on.

I think that this is just a totally different style of communication. The 
fact that the other 4 to 5 participating members hang in there proves that 
it's mutually enjoyable. Lots of boatanchors aren't set up for rapidly 
switching between transmit and receive. In fact, you could make a case for 
the fact that this style of operation saves wear and tear on switches. 


It's also a matter of collecting your thoughts and making an honest to gosh 
xtransmissionx. The big mike and the massive boatanchor transmitter add to 
the radio station illusion (heaven help me if I ever get a KW-1). It's 
your own little radio show, kind of like Alistair (sp?) Cook's "Letter from 
America." I enjoy this relaxed style of operation. It's halfway between 
the rapid fire QSO's one has on a vhf/uhf repeater and listening to (or 
being) a shortwave broadcast. I like talking about several topics in one 
transmission and also like taking notes while others are speaking. It's 
fun to return to topical threads.

Armed with the philosophy that if one cap was bad, they were probably 

all bad or going bad so I ended up changing each one. The ones under 

the chassis were a snap and the caps in the various IF cans were just 

a tad harder. The caps in the RF strip in the turret were another 
matter. The strip must be removed by unsoldering 4 or 5 wires in the 

455 IF can located on the right side of the turret assy. Inside, the 
colth insulated wires are covered with varnish. Of course, I copied down 
the color code of which wire went where in the IF can. As I removed 


the wires and worked with the now free RF strip on the bench, the 
varnish flaked off a little at a time which had the effect of 
changing how I perceived the color code. Of course, this wasn't 
noticed until the RF sub-chassis was ready to be installed. 


I tested several caps on the cap tested in my Fluke meter and they 
all showed resonably good. However, put them on a megger or other 
tester which applies 300 - 400v and the story is far different. All 
were very, very leaky. 


The receiver now SOUNDS much better. I only wished that I had also 
checked a few of the high value resistors as they tend to change 
also.

This may be the best manual I 
have on repair and service. Where to get it? I don't know. 


Capitol Radio Engineering Institute--Text on "Reception I and II"-- This is 
the text I used in Tech School and is very good but does include quite a bit 


of math. 


Suggestions: (1) Go to hamfest and dig in the boxs of Tech manuals under the 
tables for something appropriate. (2) Try to find an Electronic Tech or 
Engineer in you area that still has his/her text from Tech School (CREI, 
Devry, NRI) and copy sections that you need. (3) Go to a used book store and 
look for the Terman books (4) Look for a Radio/TV repair shop whose owner 
has been around for a while and see if they still have their text from the 
above schools. (5) Check the "SAMS" and "TAB" books that are still being 
published. Through one or more of these sources you should be able to find 
what you need.

Good suggestions. I'll thjrow in a few observations: 


1. If you read enough SAMS and Riders service sheets froor various radios 
(ham/comm, home, hi-fi, etc.) you will absorb a lot. But you 

need to understand some of the theory behind it all, so do try to 

get the books or course materials that Jim mentioned. 


2. Once you really understand alignment, you may choose to override 
some of the SAMS etc procedures and do it your way. (E.g., the 
stock manual procedure for the HQ-180 won't work most of the time). 


3. Don't be afraid to tinker with alignment adjustments, especially 

when you have the means to do a full, correct alignment job afterwards 
if you screw things up. I always tweak the alignments on any rx, unless 
the seller swears he has jsut had it profressionally done (and even then 
you'd be amazed...). 


4. Some say not to touch alignments till every part of the rx is known 
to be 100% up to snuff. Pure BS! Tweaking the trimmers will often 
"repair" a weak set, or at least help isolate real bugs. 

And not until you attempt alignment will you find certain failures -- 
inability to peak a particular stage reveals something is "broke." 


Peaking trimmers by ear at least assures you that that stage is more 
or less working. 


5. But don't tinker with tircky stuff (overcoupled double-peak IFs, etc) 
unless (1) you're sure they're way off, and (2) you are ready and able 


to align them properly later. 
This assumes you know which adjustments are "tricky" in a given set -- 
without that set's manual or SAMS this takes lots of experience.

A post came across the other day inquiring about refinishing skirted 
bakelite knobs on Collins equipment. As I am honing my webpage graphics 
skills, I thought it an excellent chance to try an experiment.

Go to the Ham Radio section and then click on the "Do a Knob Job on Your 
Vintage Radios" tag. Like I say this is only an experiment-- your feedback 
is very important. I suggest you use Netscape if you have it. The entire 
page is a 115K GIF file so it may take more than a few seconds to load. 


For those of you without such technology, here are the steps I use: 

(1) Clean the knobs with Formula 409, a toothbrush and running water. Let 
them dry. 

(2) Apply a coat of black shoe polish (the old paste type) and buff. 

(3) Repeat step two with some "spit." 

(4) Final polish with a soft cloth. 

(5) White lines may be replaced, added, fixed with white acrylic paint. 


If this little experiment works, maybe we'll consider a suggestion to set 
up an image archive with JackAttack. 


Anyway I had fun and hope it is helpful to someone.

On Wed, 23 Oct 1996, Tom Bridgers, KE4RRH, sent me a note that I thought I 
should share with the group. I believe it shows a practical approach. 


> In my case I did have a selenium rectifier in an R-390A start smoking. 
> Soon as I smelled it though, I turned the set off. I don't recall airing 
> the place out; seems to me the smoke dissipated fairly rapidly. 


If the level had been very dangerous, the stench would have driven you out 
of the room! The big worry is that after a while, your nose ceases to 
smell the stuff. [This is a severe problem with hydrogen sulfide, the 
rotten egg gas which is a neurotoxin. ] 


> I do not recall having any of the symptoms you mentioned, so 

> I am assuming my exposure was not enough to cause any long term problems. 
> From what Al said in his post, he probably got more of an exposure than 

> I did... 

> Dunno ... guess there is not anything I can do about my exposure, 

> right? 


But look at Al today - a completely incurable addiction to boatanchors. 
Any sane person would tell you that the selenium exposure must have 
totally ruined his thought processes! :-) 4Sorry Al, I couldn't resist? 


Actually long term exposure to low amounts is more of a problem than short 
term exposure to somewhat larger concentrations. The selenium stack ina 
R-390A is tiny.

I gave it a good try last nite (this AM), and MIGHT have heard a 
digit '3' near the end (0930Z), but that would be it. 


I had both the venerable RAK (with power supply cabling bugs pretty 

much fixed, and NO flakiness of any kind) and the new (as of last Sunday) 
RBL at the ready. Before sacking out last nite I put the Heath audio gen 
to the HP counter and lined up both RX to put 17.2 KC right thru their 
audio filters, and lined up the trimmers on both sets (they 

basically let you "align" the rx as you operate). 


Well, them Swedes gotta sell a few more Volvos and buy a decent 
linear, cuz 200 kW just don't cut it on the 17km band. Maybe rent 
Space in Norway and Denmark and put up a bigger antenna too :-) 


Seriously, there were some noise spurs from various electronics 
around the neighborhood, tho at 0400 CDT there shouldn't ahve been 
any TV sets on, or light dimmers, but as someone else observed, 
those little QRM/N generators never rest. 


The spurs come and go every few minutes, which at first led me to 
think I could hear SAQ tuning up. Nope. 


Two things I could've done better (besides putting up mroe wire 

than my 65' Sloper): My RAK works much better on 15-25 KC band 

with the antenna jumper link open (ie, capacitor in series) -- 

probably cuz this reduces the capacitive loading of the antenna, 

whihe is just about purely capacitive, between less than 2.5 miles long. 


With the link open I could xalmost*x peak the antenna trimmer on the 
RAK. What I shuda dobne is grabbed my old Heath cap sub box and 
stuck it in series with the antenna and padded down the loading till 
I could get a good honest peak! At the price of some coupling, 

but I was getting plenty of signal (OK, noise, QRM, etc.). 


Other thing would have been to cut out the 18" or so of hookeup 
wire between my antenna coax and the funny but excellent Navy 


antenna plug into the RAK (same plug fits the RBL too). That unshielded 
wire might ahve picked up some more noise from inside the house. 
But with no SAQ signal heard at all, I doubt it would've mattered much. 


BTW, the RBL peaked on both trimmers OK, but it seems to be less 
effective than the RAK, even tho the architecture and even the coils are 
the same and the tubes are newer (6SK7s versus 6D6). RBL is a bit 
smaller, lighter, prettier, and has direct-reading dial, but the RAK 
just out-hears it on all bands, and RAK's regen ismuch, much smoother. 
Maybe the RBL needs work! 


Who was it that was feeding the 140-turn loop into a Tek hi-gain diff 
amp, and synchornously observing the signals between the 60 Hz 

buzz peaks? If you didn't score, could anyone? I don't think 

Stan mentioned this great use for that Tek plug-in in his book,

Was traveling so missed out on responding earlier. 


Caveat: My SP600 is currently sitting with the RF deck ripped out, aka it's not 
working yet.... 


I found 6 or 7 of the black caps split. Started replacing them then borrowed a 
nifty LC meter.... EVERY single one of the non-split black hummers was leaky. 
Now... too leaky? don't know, the meter simply flashes "8888" when it thinks 
the leakage current is too high. Oh, they all failed at as little as 100V. 


Other reasons to replace them... the 4 (so far) completely vaporized resistors 
- now those caps were REALLY leaky! 


In the FWIW department - the entire IF chain came to life after replacing all 
the .01 and .022 jobs. Am waiting for a spare RF strip now to finish off the 
‘top end’. 


Bottom line: the problem is real, take the time now before you make resistor 
smoke.I was able to do the ones under the selectivity switch w/o removing it - 
the key was to make a special right-angle tip for my soldering gun! You'll end 
up pulling the sides off, and don't forget the ones in the IF cans - that's 
were one of my vapo-resistors was. And I'll second the statement abt pulling 
the RF strip - no fun - and it looks like reinstall will be a bit tougher. 


Last FWIW - I checked all of the mica caps, all were OK! 


Mine was built July 1952 or so according to the date on many of the bathtub 
electrolytics (also replaced).
